PRETOKIA, February 16 (delayed).—Two thousand Brit- 


ish troops got through the Federal position on Modder river 
Friday and entered Kimberly. The Boers intercepted the 
rear guard of ths British and captured a great deal of booty, 


many oxen and a number of prisoners. 


NEW YORK, Febiuary 18.—A Sun cable fiom London 


says: It is absurd to jump at the conclusion that the Boers 
have decided to tuin tail and flee from the advancing British- 
ers. 
The whole history of their gallant campaign gives the 


lie to such an assumption.

of the British advance on Bloomfontein.
